Rector's Report 


1. 


It has been determined that there is no interest incorporating the SGW Schools 
(being discontinued at the end of this summer) into a possible international school 
in Montreal. 


The Rector distributed and tabled papers relating to Phase II of the Mission 
Study; these are listed at the beginning of these Minutes. 


BG-83-5-D22 is the reported Senate reaction, after extensive debate, to the Phase 
II, Mission Study document (BG-82-11-D64A) distributed last December. The 
covering letter (Noonan to Graham) details important notes on their modus agendi 
which Senate specifically required should be transmitted to the Board. 


The Rector's personal comment on the current state of the Mission Study and a 
summary of the resolutions passed by Senate and of the Phase II document are 
given in BG-83-5-D23. In his comments, Dr. O'Brien stressed that the nine 
missions designated by Senate require corresponding strategies and tactics for 
implementation. To date, the strategies have been unevenly developed. The Board 
of Governors must decide on priorities since it will be difficult or impossible to 
work on all the missions at the same time. 


Document BG-83-5-D24 is a report of the reaction of the Arts & Science Faculty 
Council to the Senate document. Studies by other faculty councils are expected. 


The Chairman recognized the value of the documents being considered and 
remarked that a committee might be designated to study the documents and 
recommend Board action. 


Mr. John Dinsmore agreed to undertake the task of a preliminary study of the 
documentation and a review of possible procedures with the expectation that he 
will recommend action to the Board. The Rector stated that between now and the 
June meeting of the Board he will meet with administrative personnel to present 
further recommendations. 


Vice-Rectors' Reports 


Dr. Breen reported that Mrs. Elizabeth Spenser, adjunct professor in the Department of 
English, has received the 1983 Award of Merit Medal for the Short Story presented by 
the American Academy and Institute of Arts and letters. He indicated the importance of 
this prestigious award and was asked by the Chairman to convey the Board's 
congratulations. 


Dr. Daniel informed the Board that adjudication of the contract between the University 
and the faculty union has been delayed. 


Document BG-83-5-D20 had been distributed. The Rector briefly commented on the 

proposed use of the Development Funds collected in 1982 and on the designated gifts for 
the last two years. He mentioned that these funds, collected by the Concordia Associates, 
are distributed by the Associates for purposes recommended by the Board of Governors. 


It was moved and seconded (Huza, Grassby) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the proposal to the Associates for the distribution of the Development 
Funds resulting from their 1982 campaign be as recommended by the 
Rector in document BG-83-5-D20. 


In answer to a question, the Rector explained that the annual campaign for funds will be 
continued in 1983 but, because of the capital campaign, no specific target will be set. Mr. 
Maurice Bourgault agreed to continue in charge. 


Correspondence 


The Secretary received a letter, a copy of which was published in the Gazette, from Mr. 
P. J. Horan thanking the University for the work of the SGW Schools. 


Renaming of Departments in the Fine Arts Faculty 


WHEREAS the following motions were approved by the Fine Arts Faculty Council on 
4th March, 1983, and by Senate 22nd April, 1983, it was moved and seconded 
(McEntyre, Gabriel-Lacki) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the name of the Department of Theatre Arts be changed to the 
"Department of Theatre", and 


THAT the name of the Department of Art Education be changed to the 
"Department of Art Education and Art Therapy", and 


THAT the name of the Department of Sculpture and Crafts be changed to the 
"Department of Sculpture, Ceramics and Fibres". 


The three Departments so renamed are in the Concordia Faculty of Fine Arts. The new 
names are adopted May 19, 1983. 


Me Questions were asked concerning progress in our capital campaign. The Rector indicated 
that no new figures are presently available, but that all indications are that the campaign is 
proceeding well. The reaction of those being approached is encouraging considering the 
difficult situation of our economy.
